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INSTRUCTIONS FOR KEEPING YOUR RECORD BOOK 


1. Keep this book in a convenient place. 


2. Read each page carefully before beginning to fill it out. 


8. This book may be used for any of the livestock club projects. [Note—Holes have been provided for 
attaching supplementary sheets. ] 


4. Each month’s record is divided into two parts, the Project and the Member's, The explanation of 
each is as follows: 


a. Project Record: 


1, Kinds of Feeds: List the kinds of feed fed during the month such a8, corn, bran, tankage, skimmilk, etc. 
2. Quantity: Put down the number of pounds. (See page 20 for table to help figure costs per pound.) 

3. Price: Use price lists furnished quarterly by the Extension Service. 

4, Costs: Record in the Cost column the total value of each kind of feed consumed. 


5, Other Expenses: List other expenses such as money paid for equipment, veterinary fees, trucking, etc. 
6. Notes: Include information on management. 


Summary: 


The summary for each month should be completed. (It is not necessary to weigh the stock each month unless 
scales are convenient.) ' 


(Fill in only such blanks as apply to your project.) 


b. Member’s Record: 


Record events as soon as possible after they have occurred. 


THE VALUE OF YOUR RECORD BOOK 


This record book is of most value to the one who keeps it. What it is worth depends upon: 


1. 


Accuracy: Every item put down should be accurate. The member should check his figures so 
that no mistakes are recorded. 


. Neatness: Each page should be neat and clean. Such books are easily read and are attractive. 
. Completeness: A record book is like a building—it is most useful when entirely finished. No 


incomplete record book can score high. It isn’t a record unless it is complete. 


. Pictures; Good pictures are a story in themselves. Pictures showing the animal at the begin- 


ning of the feeding period, and at the close, of the barns, yards, equipment, club tours, meetings, 
are all desired in a good record book. Try to get a good background for your pictures, 


. Story: A story written by the club member telling of his club experiences, how he became in- 


terested in the 4-H Clubs, of what he has learned, about club trips, etc., is a very important 
part of a record. The story should also include information about feeding and management, 
gains, costs and other items of interest. 


- Information: The record should give useful information. This includes rations fed, cost, rate 


of gain per day and cost of gain per pound. Cheapness of gain shows good management.
